1 am not unmindful etther of the 
high honor which has been paid me by the 
people of Minnesota, and if the democtfatfc 
party of the state desires to present my name 
to the next national convention I am sure lI 
would have no objection: but even if Min- 
nesota “were the only state to- declare for me 
at that time, I should still feel that the dis- 
tinction was one of the greatest which could, 
come to me.

BRYAN CHEERED © 
AT PITTSBURG 


Had to Make Second Speech 
to an Overflow 
Meeting. 


Pittsburg, Pa., March 27.—For over 
two hours tonight William Jennings 
Bryan was attentively listened to and 
frequently applauded by an audience 
of 3,500 persons at Exposition Music 
hall, where he addréssed a mass meet- 
ing arranged by the Bryan Democratic 
League of Pennsylvania. The audience. 
however, constituted scarcely half of 
the people who sought to hear the 
democratic aspirant for presidential 
honors. Mr. Bryan later spoke briefly 
to the crowd on the outside. 

The mass meeting followed a session 
of the executive committee of the Bry- 
an Democratic League of Pennsylvania, 
attendeg by supporters of Mr. Bryan 
from all parts of western Pennsyl- 
vania to further their plans for secur- 
ing instrupted delegates to the demo- 
cratic national convertion, which Is 
opposed by one faction of tWe party in 
the state.

Mr. Bryan made satirical reference to 
the alleged corruption in the politics 
of Pennsylvania and the new capitol 
graft trials.

AN INVESTIGATION PROMISED 


Senator Aldrich Will Introduce Bill 
for General Inquiry Into Bank- 
ing System of the Country. 
Some Amendments Add-— 
ed to the Bill. 


Weshington, D. C., March #/.— 
The Aldrich currecy bill was passed 
by the senate today by a vote of 42 
to 16, in the main a party vote. Pre- 
vious to the taking of the vote on the 
Aldrich bill, a vote was taken on the 
Bailey substitute authorizing the gov- 
ernment, instead of the national banks 
to issue the emergency circulation for 
which the bill provides. 

The vote on the substitute stood 43 
to 13, and this vote was entirely par- 
tisan, even Senator La Follette cast- 
ing his vote with the républicans. The 
bill has been before the senateesince 
January 9. The vote was not reached 
until after 6 p. m.

that amount one-third can be in the 
form of securities of the kind required. 
By another amendment agreed to to- 
day, the period during which half of |!

be charged until redeeMed. 


No Deposit Insurance. 


At the instance of Mr. La Follette, 
an amendment was adopted prohibiting 
any national bank from investing its 
funds in stOcks or. other. securities. of 
a corporation, the officers or directors 
of which are officers or directors of the 
bank, and providing a penalty of im- 
prisonment of from one to five years. 
The proposition to insert a provis- 
ion for a government guarantee of de- 
posits in national banks was defeated 
by a vote of il to 46. 

An amendment by Mr. La Follette to 
punish by from one to five years’ im- 
prisonment any falsification in bank se- 
curities wag adopted. 

Senator Teller offered, on request of 
Senator. Bailey, of Texas, who was ab- 
sent, the substitute currency bill of the 
senator from Texas, which, he stated, 
was, in the main, similar to the Ald- 
rich bill, with the difference that it 
provided for goverrment instead of 
bank paper, and asked for a roll call, 
‘ihe vote was 13 to 42 against the bill. 

The vote wag taken on the Aldrich 
bill. Senators Teller and Johnson (dem- 
ocrats) explained their reasons for vot- 
ing for the measure, and Senator Ov- 
erman his reasons for opposing it. Mr. 


; Overman said, in part: 


“The Aldrich hill does not get at the 
root of the trouble, but only admin- 
isters to the diseased surface. It is 
said to be a patch; it is a thin patcg 
upon the crazy quilt of our monetary 
system. A salt solution for use only 
when death jis imminent or an emer- 
gency comes. 

“Whet avail would this bill 
have been, what relief would it 
been to the country banks in October 
last? The country bankg do not own 
state, county, railroad.or municipal 
bonds. They only bread 3 or 4 per cent 
interest and the banks cannot afford 
to own them when they can lend ev- 
ery dollar they have at 6 and 8 per 
cent. These bonds generally g0 t0 
the great money centers, and are held 
by savings banks, insurance and trust 
companies, and the great national 
banks. It is*‘a monstrous proposition 
to say that the banks would have 
taken one hundred thousand and 
more of the currency from their vaults 
to purchase bonds and get in return 
only $75,000 to $90,000 in high taxed 
money.”’

Says Atlanta's Future Depends 
Upon the Bays 


TOLD THEM TO BE LOYAL 


Chancellor of State University Gave the 
High School Boys Some Good Ad- 
vice — Harrison Jones, a 
High School Graduate, 

Made Short Talk. 


Dr. David W. Barrow, chancellor of 
the State University, made a talk to 
the boys of the high school yesterday 
at noon, taking as his subject “What 
the Boys of the High School Must Do 
Toward Making Greater Atlanta of 
Twenty Years From Now.” 

He took the position that Atlanta 
twenty years from now would be what 
the high school boys would make it, 
and if they did not train themselves 
for the work others would take their 
place. 

He said that he lived in Atlanta 
thirty years ago and knew all about 
the city then. 

“Now,” he said, “I can easily get lost 
in the Atlanta of today.” 

He caused laughter and applause 
when he said that he couldn't even 
find his way to the house where he 
once called on some pretty giris. 

“Atlanta has always been proud of 
its high school,” said Chancellor Bar- 
row, “and she is proud of it today. 
The high schoo] is the throbbing heart 
of this great and prosperous city. It

is true that the high school is sup- 
ported by the city, but it is also true 
that the city depends upon its high 
school for its future growth. Look 
what this city has done for the past 
forty years, At the close of the war 
the flower of the young manhood of 
Georgia were killed in battle. Atlanta 
suffered as no other city suffered in 
thge south. But despite the days of 
despondency and the hard times that 
followed she continued to grow. If 
she did that during such depressing 
years as she has pass@i through, what 
will she do in the next thirty years 
to come?’ 


Responsibility on the Boys. 


He said he felt today like Athens 
was one of Atlanta’s suburbs. 

“IT ask you,” he said, “on whom will 
fall the responsibility of Greater At- 
lanta twenty years from now? I tell 
you it will fall on you boys of this 
high school. I want you to realize 
that fact and I am here to try to 
make you realize it. The future At- 
lanta is going to be what you boys | 
will make ft. I am thiking at this | 
moment to Atlanta’ ‘of ‘twenty years |. 
from now, for much—everything wilt 
depend upon you. How are you going 
to prepare for this great responsibil- 
ity? You can’t have a narrow apirit. 
If you do, the making of Atlanta 
twenty years from now must go into 
other hands than yours. Above all 
things be broad-minded.’ Get the very 
best education you can and don't grow 
up narrow. Without a broad and lib- 
eral spirit you will not wear the crown 
for building up your city.” 

He said that some would have to 
have special preparations. There would 
be those who would have to solve ihe 
great social problems, those who must 
keep the city’s health, those who would 
have to engage in great industria! and 
commercial pursuits. 

City Must Have Character, 


“Are you going to measure up the 
proper standard,” he asked, “when you 
are called upon to do your duty? Your 
city must have character just like peo- 
ple have. Will you be willing to have 
your ,city’s character measured by the 
same standard ag your own? That te 
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character upon a high and lofty ideal. 
This boys’ high school has been .nd 
will continue to be a mighty factor for 
the city. In the past the boys -rho 
Sraduated from this school took high 
honors in th euniversity ef the state, 
and they must continue to do so.” 

He asked the boys if they took 
enough interest and pride in the hich 
school to get other boys to attend, nd 
if they ever spoke disparagingly of the 
school. 

“If you have done this,” he told them. 
“you have not been doing your duty 
You must be loyal.” 

He spoke of a school needing springs 
just like a clock, and stated at whe?
